^HERE are times in the world's history when the af- 
^^ fairs of men and the affairs of the world, t(^;ether 
reach a climax which marks the danger line. The zp' 
proach of this climax for our time has been predicted, 
and that it has come no thinking man can doubt. Not 
only are the affairs of humanity in a perilous condition, 
but the earth may drop out of Uie galaxy of planets as a 
habitation for human beings. 

That society is in a state bordering upon anarchy in 
several countries is shown by the toleration of cruel prac- 
tices, and the careless, impudent disregard of the social 
compact as it relates to the rights of others. 

This indifferent selfishness belongs to the spirit of a 
time given over to living simply from day to day — 
sneakingly glad at its close to be neither dead nor in 
prison. 

The larger mtnd performs the work of each day as if 
its results were to last forever, that it may never come 
up in the memory a remorseful or a hateful retrospect. 

The first may be the result of walking in the valley

of the shadow — that is, the knowledge that each hour may 
be the last as a living, breathing entity, 

The peril with regard to the earth relates directly to the 
assumption of man that he knows better than Nature 
what is needed to make a planet habitable and beautiful. 

For example: Nature has matured and beautified the 
earth by thousands of years of watchful care. There are 
trees that are a thousand years old — watched over, let us 
suppose by Nature, to see them reach their greatest size 
and magnificence. A man comes, if you please, with a saw 
and cuts them down in a half day. 

Nature establishes the relation between the earth and 
the air; gauges the rainfall necessary for each region; 
arranges the water system, and provides for the replenish- 
ing of the water supply : the man with a saw cuts down 
all the trees in that r^cm, exposes to the sun's rays all 
the water springs and other river sources, changing the 
character of the soil and the v^etation and the supply of 
moisture to the air. 

This is done so often and so carelessly that it has be- 
come a menace to the continuance of the earth as a hab- 
itable planet. 

If the earth and its inhabitants weather this perilous 
time it will be because people in general are honest 
and humane and just; because there are good laws, wisely 
administered and obeyed; and because Providence may 
be sufiiciently placated to assist in repairing the injuries 
already done to the earth. 

If the human race deteriorates to such an extent as to 
be utterly unr^^erate the probability is that the present 
race will become extinct and the earth itself will be saved 
and r^enerated. 
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^HIS theme has been speculated upon and dreamed 
over through the ages — perhaps since the early days 
of man's occupation of the earth. 

The life eternal has been supposed to be of a spirit 
world, because man visibly died, was borne to the grave, 
and apparently not resurrected. 

The days of man's life have been clouded from first to 
last by the fear of death and of the unknown. He has 
lived in the valley of the shadow. When his last hour 
ccMnes he looks forward and sees nothing; his record 
lies behind him and cannot be changed, and he wishes 
to be gathered to his fathers and not be. 

As a result of the comparison of known data a reason- 
able hypothesis is that there is no lawful spirit world, ex- 
cept one which recdves what remains of the life gone 
from the body, what remains of the intellect loosed from 
its moorings, as a prelude to final absorption into the 
energy of the world. 
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Humanity has sought to explain the crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ — supposing him to be a son of God, intended 
to be the leader in a new and better life with regenerate 
man. 

This new life having been projected, why humanity 
is still left to physical suffering, to shortened lives, to 
the presence of evils which cannot reasonably be ac- 
counted for, is still a mystery. 

We have been taught to believe that our lives 
here are but a prelude to a more blest existence in 
the spirit world. We have tried to believe it, and to think 
it a pleasant ^ing to go to a spirit world unknown and 
unexplored; to live with faith in God that he would know 
better than we could what is best for us, as children love 
and have faith in a father. 

In other words, we have believed absolutely in God — 
that he is wise, loving, good — ready to guide us. 

As a matter of fact, we are given a letter of directions 
and advice, and free will. We are expected to use the 
light of reason given us by Nature, and the knowledge, 
judgment and conscience which we acquire and foster. 
It is futile and useless to expect other guides than these. 

Jesus Christ vras, as all authorities agree, a perfect 
man — ^not one come to suffer, not to redeem the human 
race (except by advice and teaching), nor to atone for 
thdr sins, but to conduct them in the pleasant way which 
leads to an eternal life upon earth — such as was given to 
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the patriarchs. He was crucified at the age of thirty- 
three years, a fact which the regenerate human heart has 
tried in vain to explain without reflecting on what we need 
to believe in as a beneficent Providence. This wanton 
cruelty would necessarily change his nature — ^which may 
have been full of loving-kindness for the human race; 
it took him into unnecessary suffering and into the grave, 
neither of which was regenerate man ever to see. 

Instead, then, of leading a regenerate race, practically 
without sin, into the life eternal upon the earth, he has 
led them into suffering and into the grave. Humanity 
still goes out of life via cruets — by the way of the cross. 

No invisible kingdom was ever projected or expected, 
for human beings, but an invisible kingdom arose — which 
proved to be of evil — and this was maintained at the ex- 
pense of eternal life for r^;enerate man. 

This is the uncanny world of errant souls and ethereal 
beings — sometimes called secondary spirits. The seoMid- 
ary spirit is the ethereal structure of man, necessary to his 
eternal life. 

In this ethereal structure are the supidementary organs, 
still invisible, and all the supplementary tissues which re- 
juvenate and recuperate the inner organs and tissues of 
the body. If this ethereal structure is taken out and oc- 
cupied by some errant soul, the recuperative tissue is gone 

The quality of these tissues which are of the flesh and 
blood and general structure depends upon the character 
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evolved by the individual. The soul gathers about itself 
tissues which suit its quality. 

Long human life is for those who may not have, per- 
h^s, strong souls or strong intellects or greatness, but 
who live as all are expected by Nature to live — kindly, 
prosperously if possible; happily, if it may be; harming 
no one, but doing good where they can. These natures, if 
not very strong, grow weary of living as age creeps upon 
them, and when life closes for them they sink easily and 
gladly into the arms of Nature and are not. 

Other souls gather about themselves tissues of a 
stronger fiber; these mature and ripen and grow better 
with the years. Their tastes lead to the cultivation of 
the intellect, their lives lead to the cultivation of the 
spirit, and these are endowed with eternal life and immor- 
tality. 

There are other souls who may not be left to live and 
who might have had eternal life, but whose lives have not 
grown the spirit, the ethereal textures which endure. 
These may have an intellectual life, and may be permitted 
to cradle themselves in the upper r^ions for a time, be- 
cause it is the intellect which preserves individuality; but 
in a longer or shorter time they are absorbed into the 
energy of the world. 

A long human life is within the reach of all. Eternal 
life upon earth is for many, and everlasting life for few. 

The lives of the youngs have been sacrificed to assist in 
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the invisible kingdom of secondary spirits. They cannot 
endure the strain of continually losing the ethereal struc- 
ture. Those who escape the ordeal of the grave are the 
strong ernes, or those who have not received the attention 
of invisible visitors. 

Children were not expected to die as children; there 
never was a provision made for them, except with their 
parents. HcHne is the heaven or haven of the Scriptures, 
which we have to seek and find, that is, to make for 
ourselves. 

We read in the Scriptures that when satan is bound the 
millennium is at hand. What is satan? It is the vaga- 
bwid soul — a part of the life principle escaped temporarily 
from the body, and roaming the earth apparently at will. 

When every errant or vagabond soul or secondary 
spirit is bound into its body not to come forth except at 
the call of Nature — which means the final dissolution of 
the soul and the body — the great evil of the world will 
have been conquered, the millennium will begin, and eter- 
nal life upon earth will be possible to humanity. 

But above all, the victory is most sure 

For him who, seddng faith by virtue, strives 

To yield entire submission to the law 

Of conscience— conscience reverenced and obeyed.

Site ttonsdtntion of tlje Qtnnan ileing 

flT" HE child at birth has its own endowment ; a heritage 
ccHisisting of a perfect human body — ethereal, 
dewy, beautiful. It contains the invisible life principle 
which is common to animals and man, and to some extent 
permeates plant life: 

We have then from Nature a beautiful body glowing 
with life. Within it every organ is perfect; every tissue 
delicate ; every nerve, or cluster of nerves, padded ; every 
cord concealed in a dainty wrapping; every vein and 
artery running freely the waters of life — that is, the 
blood. It contains the delicate organism of the brain, 
perfect in its convolutions, ready to receive impressicHis ; 
the tablet of the memory, ready to record them; the eyes, 
cq)en to the light and to the world, to take in these im- 
pressicxis as they come within the vision ; the ears to gath- 
er the impressions which come to the auditory centers 
through the channels of audition, or hearing; the nostrils 
and the nasal passages and delicate centers which receive 
odoriferous impressions are sensitive and perfect; the 
tongue and all the nerve centers of the organs of taste 
receive their impressions and convey them to the mind, 
which decides whether they are pleasant or unpleasant, 
and stores this .information away in the memory for 
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future reference All the sensitive tissues of the body — 
the finger tips, the tongue — gather into the mind, which 
resides in the brain, the impressicms of feeling ; these also 
are stored away in the memory for future reference. 

These various channels of obtaining information, which 
are the five senses, convey thdr impressions to the mind, 
and they are recorded as recrived upon the memory more 
or less indelibly. The very first ones may grow dim or 
be quite obliterated, but the later ones are all there, to be 
recalled from time to time for use or pleasure. These 
memories from the first have their influence on the de- 
velopment of tlie mind, whether expressed by means of 
the organs of speech or not. 

From this time — that is, the time when these various 
impressions begin to gather into the mind and the mem- 
ory — the human beng has the perfect body, with its 
organs and tissues complete, a mind and* a memory — 
these three. With this equipment he b^ns the world. 
Upcm its proper use and training depends the cultivation 
of the soul, the immortal part of the human being. As 
soon as the individual begins to enjoy, to love, to be 
happy, the soul within begins to blossom. 

The five channels of conveying impressions — which 
may be called information — ^to the mind and the memory 
should be educated with the greatest ddicacy and care. 

As the mind begins to take in information the will de- 
velops; this needs the guidance of the intellect and the 
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memory, for together these mature into reason and judg- 
ment. 

The mind, vrfiich has recdved the impressions or in- 
formation from the live senses, recalls other impressions 
from the memory — on whatever subject is under oon- 
sideratitHi — ^to compare and reason as to whether or not 
certain things are desirable or just This process is called 
reasoning, and the final conclusion is judgment The 
judgment controls the will, upon which action depends. 

Conscience in the child is at first nil. He needs to 
be told gently — not this, not that, but so or thus. His 
judgment might tell him that he could do certain irregular 
things and not be found out, although this might be 
wrong. The friendly voice of parent or instructor would 
tell him this is not right, and the mere question of not 
being found out is of small accotmt. 

With the knowledge of what is right and what is 
wrong, and the will to do right, comes into bang the 
conscience, the gentle guide which would lead us into the 
right way, and which would keep us in the path of eternal 
life, if other elements are not lacking. Upon the con- 
science depends the aWlity of the individual to pursue his 
ways in life without fear or trembling. 

As the years go on and life continues, the character 
forms and matures, and upon it depends the quality of 
the tissues which the soul gathers about itself. The soul 
is the immortal part; if it is a fine soul it gathers fine 
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tissues : if the qualities of the character are lasting quali- 
ties, the tissues are lasting'. If the conscience is clear, 
in additicHi to these, adding the desire to live long, and 
the interest in living which one may have in peace and 
hcmor, the qualities which insure eternal life on earth are 
there, and the inheritance to which we are all bom be- 
comes a reality. 

The mistakes and faults and foibles which are personal 
to the individual, and which do no harm to others, but 
which pass out of the individual life like a tale that is 
told, leaving an impress oa the memory — not influendi^ 
the action, except as it has been a lesson learned — such 
faults are but steps out of the smiling way which is right 
living, and the path may be regained without permanent 
or even serious harm. These deviations are to be dq>- 
recated, but if they are eradicated from the inclinations 
they may be looked upon as steps in the formatiwi of 
character; upon this result depends the character of the 
tissues of the body, whether or not they possess the last- 
ing qualities necessary for eternal life upon the earth. 

The quality of this tissue — suited to eternal lite — is 
ethereal, invisible as tissue to mortal ^es — although the 
body as a whole is visible. Upon its quality depends the 
beauty of the perscHi. The time foretold in the Scrip- 
tures, when "ye shall see each other as ye be," is a time 
which is at hand. It pre-supposes the invisible evil van- 
quished, the errant or secondary souls bound into their 
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bodies, or dispersed in the upper air, and the character 
of the individual free to leave its own impress upon the 
visage and person — the results of the evolution of that 
character. 

This, then, is the perfected human body such as the 
patriarchs had, such as Jesus Qirist had — and he and his 
family are commonly reported to be alive in Syria. 

Abraham is believed to have been alive as late as 1600, 
under the name Manasseh-ben-Israel. He was a pub- 
lisher in Amsterdam, and is reported to have been versed 
in the black arts — probably only because he lived so 
long and was versed in the lore of the ages. 

Eternal life, so called, may stretch on into the hun- 
dreds of years with youth or maturity, but not decrepi- 
tude.

^ N the perfected human body planned by Nature are not 
only perfect organs and tissues, but there are also 
possibilities of organs and tissues to supplement and 
eventually take the place of those in the body, which may 
become worn or weakened or injured. 

These supplementary organs and tissues are not found 
in persons of unregenerate life. They are the growth of 
the individual, and are suited to the needs of the length 
of days for which he is preparing. By this I do not mean 
preparing a store of money or raiment or other goods — 
although these arc very necessary things in even the short 
or shortened lives — but the preparation for living in peace 
and honor, which means living rightly, as most peojJe 
do, without reference to anything but attending to each 
duty as it presents itself; not interfering with the rights 
of others, but living honestly and reputably under the 
taws which govern the country in which the individual 
chances to be. 

This daily life requires practically no self-sacrifice. It 
means information with r^ard to the laws of the country 
and state, sufficient education for the requirements of 
life, and the knowledge of right and wrong which we all 
have before we come much in contact with the worid. 
This, with the good intentions which we all have, or 
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should have, would carry us through. These qualities 
mean long Ufe. 

The cultivation of the intellect, of the imaginati(«i, of 
the enjoyments prepared for us hy Nature with a lavish 
hand, of loving-kindness and tender mercy, of music and 
poesy, of the arts and sciences, and knowledge of all the 
things that are — and a vivid interest in them — with a 
delight in living — all this is the cultivation of the soul 
and its eternal tissues, which are &ne and silken, and may 
grow ethereal wings and garlands and draperies, to please 
the fancy of the wearers and Nature itself. This is for 
eternal life upon the earth. 

The holy spirit, so called, is the first covering of the 
soul. It is softly white and downy, and is a type of the 
pure in heart and the mind unsoiied by vulgarity or 
viciousness. 

This pure spirit develops into an ethereal being within 
the body, which is exactly like the human form in its 
highest state of beauty and perfection, and its tissues are 
the eternal tissues, pure and fragrant and silken. It 
makes thereafter the beauty of the countenance and the 
persMi. 

Any injured part is healed and repaired by suj^e- 
mentary tissues ; a new skin forms over a cut or iHtiise ; 
new tissues grow to take the place of diseased ones; and 
new members would grow were they not continually 
amputated by the surgeons to ease the suffering of the 
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patient. As a matter of fact, pain in an amputated mem- 
ber is caused by the new growth of tissue, which may be 
compressed or confined by bandages or laps of skin or 
artificial limbs. This pain will be relieved by removing 
the pressure, folding the injured member carefully in 
linen moistened with warm water, and placing it upon a 
cotton pillow. 

New tissues will grow within the body even after 
electrocution or lightning strokes if the patient is given 
raw e^s or warm sweet milk. New tissues will grow 
upon a body blackened or crisped or burned — if it is 
wrapped in soft linen kept moistened with warm sweet 
milk and water. 

Nature has shown us examples of this reproduction of 
missing members in the soft, fleshy tissues of many lower 
forms of created life. 

This growth of new tissues is particularly probable and 
possible in the regenerate human body which belongs to 
those of r^enerate life. Regenerate means practically 
sinless — crimeless. People who live good lives and whose 
consciences are clean take heart and courage easily, and 
recuperate both strength and tissues in a comparatively 
short time. Persons of vulgar, unclean and impure lives 
and habits do not grow new manbers or tissues, and are 
fortunately short-Jived. Vulgarity corrodes and destroys 
the tissues of the body. 

Eternal life may be won, and therefore may be lost 
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/^ TERNAL life apon the earth may be won, and there- 
fore may be lost. In childhood the possibility is 
there; it may be lost temporarily at least, by the hardening 
process common in many families and in machine teach- 
ing. The Kindergarten is a step in the right directicm. 
All the simple pleasures of childhood are right; the games 
and amusements generally provided are right as far as 
they go; but in addition to these, the channels of informa- 
tion given us by Nature must be used, and carefully used. 
The hearing, which in early life is very acute, should not 
be shocked by harsh or loud sounds near at hand. It is 
attuned by Nature to the song of birds, the ripple of the 
brook, the wash of waves on the shore ; to the singing of 
the winds among the pines; the rhythmic measures in the 
forests ; to music and gentle voices and pleasant sounds. 
The sense of vision brings to the sensorium the beau- 
tiful things in Nature—of sky and held and meadow, of 
wood and flower and the perfection of living beings. All 
the visions of sunset, of the dawn, and the vast color 
schone of Nature, are spread like a panorama for the 
education of the vision. 
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The sweet breath of the morning and the fragrance of 
flowers are the odors provided by Nature for the educa- 
tion of the sense of smell. 

The natural sense of taste finds a crust of bread good ; 
there is in it a pleasantness which appeals to the epicure. 
All the natural foods — fruits, nuts, vegetables, milk, 
honey — all these — are the natural foods of man, and un- 
less the sense of taste is impaired, deadened by narcotics 
or drugs or concoctions of the cotrfts, it is a sure index to 
an enjoyment necessary to the perfect nutrition of the 
body. 

Delight in all beautiful things and happiness devdop 
the soul, which is the immortal part of man, and which 
in the child is like a flower-bud ready to unfold in the 
soft air of home life. 

Eternal life upon the earth, though once won, may be 
lost by deterioration of the character and a consequent 
change in the tissues which gather about the soul. 

Man — that is, the human being — dies when the hour 
comes that his body is no longer filled with the invisible 
principle, which is energy and life. 

When this change occurs naturally it means a gradual 
decrease in energy, a decrease in the secretions, in appe- 
tite, a lessening of enjoyment in living, and a final disso- 
lution, whidi signifies a disintegration of the body, not 
to be occupied again, the return of whatever enei^ may 
be left to the energy of the world, and the soul — bare of 
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its tissues (or there might he a new hody), cradling 
itself somewhere in the infinite — unless it goes away to 
some place of punishment, and of such places there are 
many. 

What is known as the "resurrection of the dead" might 
occur immediately if it is to take place. The ethereal 
body may step out of its outer shell a glorified human be- 
ing, and, if unhurt from invisible sources, remains as the 
character has developed. The ethereal body corresponds 
to the character of the individual. 

Jesus Christ, as a son of the world — that is, Nature — 
was endowed perhaps with everlasting life. He was 
forcibly taken out of life by the way of the- cross. He 
appeared three days later to his disciples, and is said to 
be alive in Syria to-day. 

He was not to know death or pain or misfortune, but 
to live happy, unharmed, rich, powerful, good, a leader 
among regenerate people — a Saviour of the world. 

He died apparently, rose again from the tomb, living 
from that time, it is believed, in both the visible world and 
in invisible space. It is to him and other errant souls in 
ethereal space that we owe the necessity of a resurrection. 

Many who have been borne with pomp and ceremony 
to the grave might be found presently, I fancy (this is 
my deduction), in asylums and other places of refuge, 
sons and daughters of the morning, destined by Nature 
to rise in undiminished glory from the horrors of the 
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grave, but in many instances shorn of it by the errant 
souls forever on their trail. 

They rise, invisible, ethereal beings — ^if they have been 
prematurely deprived of iife, but believing themselves to 
be unloved because unseen, they may drift off, as the 
ethereal bang can, to some other place, under the suppo- 
sition that they must begin life anew. 

As a matter of fact, if there is an ethereal being there is 
a possibility of further existence in earth life, and the 
episode of the grave has been both unnecessary and dis- 
agreeable. 

When the invisible kingdom has ceased to be, there 
will be no deaths except as Nature designed death to 
come; there will be no resurrectiMi, because death in 
Nature's way means exttnguislunent, as the light dies out 
when the candle burns low. 

As to Providence, "his mills grind slowly, but th^ 
grind exceeding small." With Providence a thousand 
years are as a day is to us. As an example, consider the 
slow evolution of the planetary system and the prepara- 
tion of the earth for the abode of man. 

A Saviour was evolved in the r^iilar course of Nature, 
and he was not expected to be interfered with. Those 
who did interfere with him have undoubtedly gone long 
since to Nature's punishments, and they are awful — ^a 
thousand years, many thousands of years, a millicoi years 
of punishment 
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Not that Nature is so crud, but the progress of the 
world must not be stoj^)ed because a few individuals 
will not be saved. No amount of punishment upon the 
offenders could save Jesus from the cross — after the 
event — but such an event was not expected to occur. 
Nature is great, pervasive, constructive not anticipating 
that his finished works will be hurt or spoiled. 

Human life is especially sacred, and its wanton sacri- 
fice, unexpiated in earth life, means practically endless 
suffering hereafter. There is always the alternative of 
not doing things to be punished for. 

The souls of the dead take one of several paths : they 
may become extinct; they may go into punishment, and 
Nature's punishments are hard and long, not given for 
small offenses, and not given for offenses fully expiated in 
earth life. Again, the path taken by a soul may be di- 
rectly to absorption into the working energy of the world. 
It may be to what is technically known as the heavens, 
where the soul cradles itself in mellifluous communion 
with others of its sort These may exist for indefinite 
periods in the upper air, but their fate is final absorption 
into the energy of the world; or it may be to a life in the 
body on another planet, should individuality be preserved 
and ethereal tissues be developed. This might be the case 
also with those who die prematurely, and who rise with 
a perfect ethereal structure, which could drift off through 
space as easily as the bird flies. 
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Our birth is but a sleep and a forgetting. 

The soul that rises with us — our life's star — 
Hath had elsewhere its setting. 

And Cometh from afar. 
Not in entire forgetfulness, 
And not in utter nakedness, 
But trailing clouds of glory do we come 
From that heaven which is our home. — Wordsworth. 
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
